He then sallies 
forth for an evening's amusement of the 
brae Parisian sort. 
First he repairs to one of the brilliant 


boulevard playhouses. A few stalls 
away from him sits a gentlemanly look- 
ing man with steady, observant eyes, 
who glances now and again at our friend 
in such a way as to make the latter 
think, "I wonder where I have seen that 
man before?" He never has seen him 
before, but it doesn't enter his head for a 
moment to suspect the man of being 
what he really is—a police spy. 


SPIES EVERYWHERE. 


The play over, there is just time for 


half an hour's stroll under the horse 
chestnuts in the Jardin de Paris. Here 
nine-tenths of the attendants are either 
spies or scamps, or may, indeed, be both 
at once, for French police authorities are 
not very squeamish in choosing their in- 
struments, and seem to have a sort of 
preference for scoundrels over others. 
Their theory rnns that the greater villain 
a man is the better spy he will make; 
moreover, the most efficacious means of 
keeping a man under spy surveillance is 
to have him become a spy himself, for 
spies spy upon each other quite as much 
as on the rest of mankind. 


But our foreigner finishes up the even- 


ing by turning into the Cafe Americaine 
for supper, where he has for next door 
neighbor a young •woman, with whom 
he enters into conversation. She has a 
sweet smile, -which displays two rows of 
glittering teeth, and puts many questions 
to him concerning France and the 
French. Naturally enough, our visitor 
imagines this is all done out of that 
bright, easy Gallic politeness he admires 
so much, for how is he to know that 
every word he has said in reply will 
come to the ear of the police not later 
than the following afternoon? 


If our friend be fond of sport he will 


soon be finding his way to the race 
courses near the capital, and into the 
baccarat 
clubs, with which Paris 


abounds, and here he will be hourly in 
contact with police spies in greater num- 
ber than there are racers on the course 
or cards in the pack. And so the game 
goes en in every sphere of Paris life and 
society.—Philadelphia Times.

HUNTINGTON'S AKOCMEKI'. 


0. P. Huntington, President of the 


Southern Paoiffc Company, publishes a Ut- 
ter iu the Washington Post showing why 
the Government cannot with advantage to 
the public interests, or with justice to the 
corporations concerned, proceed to fore- 
close its claims upon the Pacific railroads, 
and why it should grant to these great over- 
land lines the extension of time which they 
ask for the payment of their indebtedness. 


He shows that the Government will gain 


nothing by the adoption of extreme meas- 
ures; that the Pacific roads ask nothing 
which is unreasonable or extraordinary: 
that it is a common experience of railroads 
to pay bonds on maturity by the issue of 
other bonds, gaining thereby redactions of 
interest, while in this particular case, 
where the extension of only forty-four years 
U desired, the Government will not onh 
get back all the advances at the end of that 
time, but a larger rate of interest than it 
would hava to pay if it went into the mar- 
ket to borrow. 


Mr. Huntiagton also dwells with ftn im- 


pressive earnestness upon what the build- 
ing of these roads has done for the conn- 
try, and upon the farther fact, as entitling 
them to additional consequence, that their 
ability to compete with the Canadian Paci- 
fic has been practically destroyed by the 
operation of the Interstate Commerce Act 
In view of all of which be holds that Con- 
gress, instead of taking undue and unwise 
advantage oi their indebtedness, should br 
governed by a broader and more sagacious 
policy that points to an ultimate and com- 
paratively early exhnotion of this debt 
without deatioying the autonomy of the 
road, or in any wiae compromising the 
(security of the Government. 


AGAINST THE STANFORD BILL. 


The New York Voice, the leading Prohi 


bition newspaper of the United State?, 
while in accord with the Farmer's Alliano 
on many subjects, la opposed to the Sub- 
Treasury scheme advocated by Senator 
Stanford to loan money on unencumbered 
real estate from the public treasury at » 
\ow rate of interest. 
The Voice says iU 


opposition to the scheme hog induced the 
western section of the Alliance to abandon 
the project as impracticable. 


The National Grange, one of the oldest 


and strongest farmer's organizations, has 
issued a circular against the warehouse and 
Sub-Treasury plans, believing such schemes 
to be impracticable and far from being the 
best means of bringing monetary relief to 
the tillers of the soil, which the Grange 
feels to be one of the most prc saiog needs 
of the hour. 


The Farmer's Alliance makes the free 


coinage of silver one of its cardinal princi- 
ples, second only to an equitable adjust- 
ment of the tariff, and on those issues ib 
in accord with a large majority of the Dem- 
ocratic party.

The report deals at length with the 
wel'-knowu fraudulent methods by which 
be CbiofBu t aiu admittance to the United 
States, dwelling particularly upon the prao- 
ice by Ohinameu of sueing oat writs of 
labeas corpus, aud giving worthless bonds 
as security. To meet the evil it is sug- 
gested that no Chinaman be allowed to be- 
come surety for another, unless he deposits 
n the bank, either ID money or interest- 
bearing securities, the amount of the bond. 
?he leport expresses tha opiuion that if 
he present luw is strictly enforced it will 
dot be long before the Chinese race in the 
Jnited States will be extinct. The Chinese 
quarter in San Francisco is spoken of aa a 
pest breeder which thould not be tolerated 
n an American community. The China- 
men are inveterate gamblers; their lotter- 
es, the report says, flourish to such an ox- 
enl tbat it seems impossible that such a 
itate of affairs could exist except with the 
connivance of tbe authorities. 


The Chintmnn is described aa having 


hia good qualities and being industrious, 
but tbe committee is of the opinion that to 
rescind the Chinese Act would surely re- 
sult in the whole Pacific Coaat being over- 
run with Chinese, which would result in 
serious labor troubles.

TUTJ Oriel" of High Heels. 


Heels, it is said, owe their origin to 


Persia, v /here they were introduced upon 
sandals in the shape of blocks of wood 
txed v_nderneath, such being the root 
idea 0,7 those deformities to which lovely 
womun owes so many of her woes. A 
tiigh, unsteady heel, it is an open secret, 
injures the leg tendons and affects the 
spire as well as internal organs, which 
are liable to be displaced by the thrown 
forward position entailed. In Persia, 
the first home of the heel, however, these 
blocks of wood are used simply to "raise 
the feet from the burning sands of thai 
country, and -were about two inches 
high." With tbe Persian women these 
blocks were vastly higher than those 
affected by the men, their height being 
from eighteen inches to two feet, thus 
becoming more of the nature of stilts 
than anything else. 


Strangely enough, many years after, a 


similar fashion came into vogue in Ven- 
ice; but the motif in this case was comi- 
cally different, for "by its means jealous 
husbands thought they would be able to 
keep their wives at home."

The 
height of these chapineys determined the 
rank of the wearer, an extra coating for 
the pill, "the noblest dames being per- 
mitted to wear them one-half yard or 
more high."—Hospital.
